Great Blunder Was Made in 


Carolina Compromise.

CIVIL CONFLICT SETTLED 


* ,.. ankee, TVls., Aug. 1.—It special 


from Chippewa Falls, Wis., says: 


- Congressman Tenkins, chairman of 
the house judiciary committee, last 
night issued a statement relative to 
the North Carolina railroad rtte im- 
broglio. 
He says there has never 


beerf any event since the civil war. 
that calls for so severe condemnation 
as the recent senseless tirade on be- 
hali of states against the nation. He 
adds that it is humiliating that the 
matter has been compromised, and 
that the nation has to some extent, 
surrendered. 


May Have Another War. 


"The civil war was the result of 


such agitation and we may have earl- 
ier than we want another civil war," 
he said. 
"To avert such a calamity 


and preserve the nation, we must,•con- 
form to the law. obey the law and 
have the. law enforced to the frame- 
work provided in the constitution." 
, 


Judge Jenkins points out that the 


supreme court of the United States 
is made the final judge between the 
state and nation. 
Mr. Jenkins be- 


lieves the executives of states -should 
keep cool, maintain dignity and re- 
member we have to depend upon the 
judiciary of the country to save the 
union. 


•''Ever since the civil war," he said, 


"other states have had similar troubles 
and did not make fools of themselves, 
or declare war, and the questions, in- 
volved were decided by the supreme 
court and r_o bad results followed. 


Cannot Say Where It Will End. 


"If all state authorities are going to 


usurp functions of the supreme court 
and judge, that federal act shall be 
nulifled, no one can tell where It will 
end." 


Mr. Jenkins says he is opposed to 


weakening the powers of both state 
and nation and calls attention to the 
fact that the state has the remedy in 
the supreme court if the nation en- 
croaches upon its rights. 


"Why should state authorities de- 


clare they will exercise every power 
at their command to present such con- 
summation?" he asks. "This is an un- 
lawful attempt to oppose lawful ef- 
forts. 


"This cont'nual talk about state au- 


thorities resisting central power by 
armed force will sooner or later end in 
bloodshed, possibly in the disruption 
of the union/' 


Supreme Court May Err. 


In concluding, Mr. Jenkins says the 


supreme court of the United States 
may err. It may differ with the views 
of a greater majority of the people, 
but, 
however, that may be, the consti- 


tution says its decision is final and 
must be regarded as the supreme law 
of the land and that is what must 
govern us. 


"Better live under a wrong decision 


than amidst anarchy that must pre- 
vail in this country if each state au- 
thority is going to disregard the con- 
stitution of the United States and as- 
serts its own power, right or wrong, 
in defiance of the 
national 
power, 


thereby weakening 
and 
absolutely 


disregarding this great government 
that cost so many generations so much 
to make and preserve it."

: -President Francis Feehan, of the 
miners' union, has announced that 
the' miners are tired of the' attitude 
assumed by the Pittsburg Coal com- 
pany, regarding the complaint of the 
men that the wage agreement is be- 
ing speedily violated by the employ- 
ers.In the event that some proposition 
is not received by the union today it 
is said the order for a general strike 
will be issued. 


On the other hand the Pittsburg 


Coal company says that complaints 
said to exist by the miners are not 
known to them. They allege that the 
union officials have made no efforts to 
show them where they have violated 
the agreement- 


It has been intimated that the min- 


ers will strike a serious blow to the 
stability of their own organization by 
declaring a strike and this intimation 
is taken to mean that both-sides are 
preparing to fight the matter to a fin- 
ish. '

Tangier, Aug. 1.—Dr. Merle, who ar- 


rived here last night on the German, 
ship which brought a number of Jews 
and other refugees from Casablanca, 
is-the bearer 
of a 
report to the 


French charge d'affaires here, show- 
ing that the slaughter of Europeans in 
Casablanca was an outcome of a holy 
war preached by the Arabs for the 
extermination, of Europeans. 


On Monday a number of Arab chiefs 


entered Casablanca 
and 
demanded 


that the harbor improvements cease. 
The pasha of Casablanca pointed out 
that this, work was being done with 
the sanction.' of the sultan, whereupon 
the chiefs replied that the sultan was 
no longer their ruler, as he obeyed 
the Christians. They began to incite 
the natives to exterminate all Jews 
and Europeans in the town. 


Stoned An European. 


On Tuesday morning the natives 


began their attack by stoning an Eu- 
ropean, and when this man tried to 
flee he was surrounded and hacked to 
pieces. This _was the signal for an- 
other attack, and as soon as the dan- 
ger became known, the French and 
Spanish residents rushed to their re- 
spective consulates 
for 
protection. 


During this fight at least eight were 
murdered. 


M. D'Euvllle, the French consul, de- 


manded that the pasha provide an es- 
cort for the recovery of the bodies 
The pasha pleaded at first that he 
had no cartridges, but upon further 
representation he finally supplied an 
escort. When this rescue party, how 
ever, reached ^.s scene of the at- 
tacks, it was /^irged by a number of 
Arab cavalrymen and 
forced 
into 


flight. In the meantime, while 
the 


Jews and Europeans were taking re- 
fuge on board the German ship, the 
Mussulmans began to attack labor- 
ers employed on the harbor works. 
They fired on tie 
shore boats and 


killed several men, whose bodies sub- 
sequently were burned.

off to a ship was shot in the water.

Casablanca when the German steamer 
pulled out. 


It is, expected that Casablanca will

The steamer Gibelmusa, which left 


Casablanca yesterday at noon, has 
just arrived" here with forty Jewish 
refugees on board. 
They embarked 


during the night, in spite of the clos- 
ing of the city gates, which was done 
on orders issued by the pasha. These 
refugees say the situation at Casa- 
blanca is grave, but that there have 
been no further attacks on foreign- 
ers.

OF FEARFUL CRIME 


New York Child, Missing a Week, Is 
Found Strangled and Body Show- 
ing Marks of a Nameless Assault 


I'S CRIME 


New York, Aug. 1.—The excitement 


caused in this city by the 
recent 


atrocious crimes against women and 
children was greatly increased today 
by the discovery of the body of an 
eight year old girl in the cellar of an 
east side tenement. 
The child had 


been assaulted and then 
murdered. 


There were marks on the troat indicat- 
ing that perhaps the little one was 
strangled. 


The suspicion that the child was 


choked to death, taken in connection 
with the murder of Sophie Kohrer and 
of an unidentified woman by strangula- 
tion, leads the police to believe that 
there is a maniac at large in the city 
who is possessed of an insane impulse 
to kill women and children by the 
same method. 


Had Been Missing a Week. 


The body of the child found today 


was identified as that of Katie Dritch- 
ler,' the daughter of a German waiter. 
She had been missing from her homa 
In East Thirteenth street since one 
week ago today. 
The body was found 


in the cellar of the tenement house, 
20S First avenue, only a block distant 
from the child's home. 
It was lying 


on a strawberry crate, where it ap- 
parently had been placed several days 
ago and its 
condition revealed 
the 


frightful treatment to which the child 
had been subjected. 


Strangled With Ribbon. 


An examination of the body showed 


that the Dritchler child was killed 
in exactly the same manner as Sophie 
Kohrer was murdered. 
Deeply Im- 


bedded iu the flesh of her neck was 


found a hair ribbon, probably taken 
[rom her own hair, drawn tightly and 
knotted.

The immediate causo or 


the outbreak 
yesterday 
was 
the 


course pursued by the police during 
the past eight days in making a 
large number of arrests in attempts 
to break up the unions. Tho princi- 
pal 
socialist 
leaders 
have 
been 


thrown into jail. 
The police have 


been so energetic in their measures 
against the unions that they have 
united 
the social democrats, 
the 


Polish socialists and the nationalists 
parties, who up to the present time 
have been waging a merciless war, 
accompanied by daily murders and 
outrages among themselves. 
A gen- 


eral strike has been declared and the 
social democrats and the 
Polish 


socialists have called out 
32.000 


men. 
The nationalists have been 


forced to join the committee o£ the 
amalgamated union.

Distressing Ceremony Takes 


Place in New York—Did 


tfot Take Slayer. 


New York, Aug. 1.—Disgraced and 


humiliated, branded as a coward, his 
badge and number stripped off, Ste- 
phen Walsh was dismissed yesterday 
from the police force by Commission- 
er Bingham. Then he was ejected 
from the headquarters building, while 
policemen and civilans hissed and 
hooted at him. 


Within the building Commissioner 


Bingham, almost 
overwhelmed with 


emotion, so he was barely able to 
speak, talked to the policemen of the 
disgrace which, for the first time in 
thirty years, had fallen upon the de- 
partment. In all the history of the 
grimy 
old 
structure 
in Mulberry 


street there perhaps never before hud 
been such a dramatic scene. 
Its 


closest parallel in recent years is the 
memorable scene in Paris when Cap- 
lain Alfred Dreyfus was degraded 
publicly before the French army. 


Walsh was accused of being a cow- 


ard, the -worst charge, in a police- 
man's eyes, which could be brought, 
and the charge was sustained. 
His 


lack of courage permitted the escape 
of a man who killed a woman last, 
week, and because the slayer was free 
he was able to commit another mur- 
der, killing a man that same day. 


Tragedy for Bingham. 


There were tears in the eyes and a 


tremor in the voice of General Bing- 
ham as he announced his findings in 
the case, but there was small sym- 
pathy for the convicted man in the 
tone used in ordering Inspector Rich- 
ard Walsh to tear off his badge. 


In the speech that followed the de- 


gradation the 
commissioner 
spoke 


with much feeling to the half-hundred 
men gathered about the bench. 
It 


was a moment of tragedy for him, he 
said, but he 
took heart 
from the 


knowledge that it was the first case 
of the kind in more than thirty years. 


When Aaron Levy, Walsh's counsel,

missioner arose and, leaning on his 
cane, said: 
"Walsh, I have weighed carefully 


the evidence in this case. I should 
have been glad to hear evidence tend- 
ing to clear you of this charge. But 
it has been established clearly that 
you were guilty of cowardice.

Badge Torn From His Breast. 


Turning to Inspector Walsh the 


general said:

and the precinct numbers that he 
wore on his collar. Then he tried to 
pull the buttons from the front of b'.z 
uniform, but these did not yield.

Wilson died several days 
later. Warner was captured. He is 
now in a serious condition from the 
wound inflicted by his captor.

Startling Discoveries Are 


Announced by Sir David 


Gill in London. 


London, Aug. 1.—Sir David Gill 


opened the annual 
meeting of the 


British associatioa with his presiden- 
tial address yesterday, dwelling entire- 
ly on astronomical subjects. "While it 
probably was the most technical and 
least popular inaugural 
address to 


which the association ever listened, it 
contained, nevertheless, a passage of 
extreme interest to laymen. 


Referring to the revelations by the 


spectroscope that many nebulae are 
merely inchoate masses of luminous 
gas, Sir David said: 


"Evidence upon evidence has been 


accumulated to show that such, nebulae 
consist of the matter out of which 
stars (that is, suns) have been made 
and 
are 
being evolved. 
Different 


types of star spectra form a complete 
and gradual sequence, as suggest that 
we have before us, written in the cryp- 
tograms of these spectra, a complete 
story of the evolution of suns from in- 
choate nebluae onwards to the most 
active sun, like our own, and then 
downward to the almost heatless invis- 
ible ball. 


Says Evidence is Positive. 


"The period during which human 


life has existed on our globe probably 
is too short, even if our first parents 
had begun work, to afford observation- 
al proof of such a cycle of change in 
any particular star, but the fact of 
such evolution, with the evidence be- 
fore us, hardly can be doubted. 
1 


most fully believe had the American 
modifications of the terrestrial spectra, 
under sufficiently varied conditions of 
temperature, pressure, 
and environ- 


ment oeen further studied, this con- 
clusion would be greatly strengthened, 
but in this study we must have regard 
also for the spectral—the stars them- 
selves. 


"The stars are the cruicles of the 


creator. 
There we see matter under 


conditions of temperature 
pressure, 


environment, and charity which we 
cannot hope to emulate in our labora- 
tories on a scale and magnitude be- 
side which the proportion of our great- 
est experiment is less than a drop to 
the ocean. 
The spectroscopic astron- 


omer has to thank the physicist chem- 
ist for the foundation of his science. 
But the time is coming, and we can 
almost sec it now, when the astrono- 
mer will repay the debt by wide reach- 
ing contributions to the fundamentals 
of chemical science." 


Confirms Inspiring Discovery. 


In another passage Sir David an- 


nounced the confirmation of the inspir- 
ing discovery of which South Africa 
had the first news. 
He said: 


"By patient and long continued labor 


and minute sifting of numerical re- 
sults, the grand discovery has been 
that a great part of. the space, so far 
as we have visible knowledge of it, is 
occupied by two majestic streams of 
stars traveling in opposite directions. 


"Accurate, 
minute 
measurements 


have given us some certain knowledge 
as tu the distances of stars within a 
certain limited portion cf the space. 
In cryptograms their spectra 
have 


been deciphered 
with the 
amazing 


truth that the stars in both streams 
are alike in design, alike in the chem- 
ical constitution, and alike in process 
of 
development, but whence have 


come these two vast streams of mat- 
ter out of which hav~! been evolved 
these stars that now move through 
space in such majestic procession? 


"The hundreds of millions of stars 


that comprise these streams—are they 
the sofe ponderable occupants of the 
space? However vast may be the sys- 
tem to which they belong, that sys- 
tem itself is but a speck of illimitable 
space. 
May it not be but one of mil- 


lions of such systems that pervade the 
infinite? We do not 
Know. 
'Canst 


thou by searching find out God? Canst 
thou find out the Almighty unto per- 
fection?' " 


Says Other Suns Exist. 


Other points Sir David brought out 


included the statement that even with 
the scant material available, it now 
seemed certain that suns of actual 
velocity between eighteen and twenty 
kilometres a second, corresponding al- 
most exactly with the yearly motion 
of the sun travel through space in 
equal quadruple distance of the sun 
from the earth. 


Sir David appealed to the public 


government for funds to enable a sur- 
vey from Cape Colony to Cairo, to' be 
completed so the largest arc of the 
meridian that can be measured on the 
earth's surface might be drawn. He 
also appealed for the erection on the 
southern hemisphere of a huge reflect- 
ing telescope in dimensions similar to 
those of the American telescope on 
Mount Wilson. 


He enthusiastically welcomed the 


proposal of the Carnegie institute to 
establish a meridian observatory on 
the southern hemisphere, saying the 
task to be undertaken by such observa- 
tory, by a cape observatory, and if 
possible by another in the southern 
hemisphere, so the three observatories 
in the northern hemisphere would be 
regarded by astronomers of the future 
as the most valuable contribution that 
could be made to astronomy of the 
present day. 
Taken !n conjunction 


with the astrographic survey of the 
heavens, now so far advanced, he said, 
it was an opportunity that, if lost, 
could never he made good. 
It. was a 


work that would grow in value yearly 
and one that would ever be remem- 
bered with gratitude by astronomers 
of the future.

for the Nerves. 


Philadelphia. Pa., Aug. 1.—Dr. Josef 


Garzourka, of Budapest, says Ameri- 
can women cross their legs too much. 
The practice makes them nervous, he 
declares, and generally undermines 
their health. Dr. Garzourka is touring 
the v.-orld in the interest of science 
and reached Philadelphia yesterday 
after a week's stay in New York. 


"Imagine," said he. "sitting in a 


car and seeing a comely young wom- 
an cross her legs in such a manner 
that one of the limbs is displayed 
sometimes to the knee. In no country 
on the continent can women be seen 
sitting in public with legs crossed so. 
To me it is astounding. 
I have ob- 


served it in New York, and here in 
Philadelphia it is ai_o the custom. I 
am given to understand it is so all 
over America. No wonder your wom- 
en are nervous. 
Such positions as 


they assume while sitting is. to my 
inind. sufficient cause to undermine 
their nen-es and health. 


"In Hungary the women sit up 


straight and erect. They do not lean 
against things. 
They do not like 


rocking chairs. The American women 
seem to like nothing but easy loung- 
ing chairs. 


Woman Doctor Admits Charge. 
Dr. Alice M. Seabrook. of the wom- 


an's hospital of Philadelphia, was 
asked her opinion of the distinguished 
foreiener's statement. 


"I deplore the fact that a foreigner 


can come over here and make such a 
violent criticism of us wuich is true." 
she said. "Wo a!! cross our legs. It 
is comfortable, and we don't stop to 
consider the injury that it works nor 
the appearance we make. Crossing 
the less works injury in some cases, 
but I think the ungratefulness of the 
pose makes the practice more to be 
condemned than the fact that it works 
physical injury. 


"In past generations in this country 


the women sat as straight on their 
chairs as the doctor says the women 
of Australia do now. I personally re- 
member the time when I was not al- 
lowed to sit in a rocking chair. Ob- 
servo the elderly women that one sees 
right here in Philadelphia. The great 
majority of them 
sit straight, not 


even resting against the back of a 
straight back chair. 
And that is the 


correct way to sit. It indicates poise, 
and physical poise means, ns a rule, 
mental poise." 


Willinq to Let 'Em Cross 'Em. 


Dr. W. M. L. Coplin, of the Jefferson 


hospital, paid America showed its dis- 
dain of the dicniity that hedges about 
a king many years ago, and since that 
time the country has been going right 
ahead showing its disdain of other 
forms of dignity. He seemed to think 
If the American women wish to cross 
thnir legs, why, let them go ahead 
and cross thi>m. 


"!i is certainly nor dignifltvl," snid 


he, "and in some cases it works phy- 


sical harm to the indvidual. But it 
is a restful position, and It is, to my 
mind, a form of individualism. 


"The women of a past generation 


looked down upon such a custom. My 
grandmother would have been shock- 
ed to see a young woman cross her 
legs in a public place. The American 
woman is an independent creature, 
and the habit of crossing her legs in 
public is right in line with the ad- 
vancement of independent thinking."

Speaks Agr.inst Encroach- 


ment of Federal Powers 


—Shot at Roosevelt. 


Elkhari, Ind., Aug. 1.—Upholding 


the rights of the individual states 
against the encroachment on these 
rights by federal legislation. Gover- 
nor Hanly, in a speech delivered here 
to the Chautauqua assembly yester- 
day took occasion to speak for con- 
servatism in dealing with the prob- 
lems of the country. 


He thought most of them were 


problems that the state could solve 
without the intervention and help of 
the 
national government and 
he 


deprecated the reaching out oi the 
federal arm into purely state matters. 


After referring to problems result- 


ing from trade combinations and the 
accumulation of large fortunes, Gov- 
ernor Hanly said: 


"In matters of such moment we can- 


not afford to thoughtlessly follow im- 
pulsive leadership, however high its 
character or pure its purpose. As a 
self-governing people we must be 
thoughtful and considerate, lest wo 
open the door to greater ills than 
those we seek to cure. 


President Roosevelt has earned the 


confidence and the gratitude of his 
countrymen by courageous work and 
signal service, and I do not speak iu 
unkindly criticism, for I believe in the 
purity of his purpose and in his 
greatness. But he is not in fallible, 
however strong of soul and pure of 
heart he may be. Proposals, even 
from him, which are calculated to af- 
fect the relations of the federal gov- 
ernment to the several states should 
be thought upon, studied and analyzed 
before we adopt them. The tendency 
of the times is toward centralization 
of power in the federal government. 
Public necessity as he has viewed and 
understood the public need has fitted 
well the president's peculiar tempera- 
ment. 
And it will be surprising if 


these do not at times lead him into 
error. 


"The dual form of our government 


is well adopted to our needs. It is 
cumbersome at times and action un- 
der it is slow, but it is safe. 
The 


checks and balances of the Constitu- 
tion are essential to the preservation 
of free institutions, and ought not to 
be broken or cast away. It has re- 
cently.been said by a great man, high 
in authority, that further failure by 
the states to exercise the powers re- 
served to them in certain directions 
would end in the taking over of.such 
powers by the federal government. It 
will be an unfortunate and a sad day 
for the American people when that 
hour comes. In my judgment, there 
was no occasion for the warning or 
the threat, whichever it may have 
been intended to be."
